Fahd receives Salek, Hammadi 


TAIF. Oct. 21 (.SPAJ — 
Crown Prince Fahd Saturday 
conferred sepuraicly with Mau- 
ritanian President Lt. Col. Mus- 
lapha OuJd Saiek. and Iraqi 
Foreign Minister .Sadoun Ham- 
madi. 

The Iraqi niinister arrived 
here 5aturda> with a message 
from Vice-Chairman of the Re; 
voluiionary Command Council. 
Saddam Hussein (o the Crown 
Prince. Hammadi leli later in 
the day. 

Their meeting was attended 
by Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al'Faisai and Sheikh 
Abdul Rahman Mansoun. for- 
eign unUersecretar^' for politi- 
cal affairs. 


The Iraqi News Agency 
quoted Hammadi as saying the 
message dealt with consulta- 
tions between the two coumnes 
on the forthcoming Arab sum- 
mit due to be held in Ra ghAiri 
on Nov, 2. Iraq had called for 
the summit to discuss the Mid- 
dle East situation following <he 
Camp Oavid agreements bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel. 

Prince Fahd's meeting with 
Ould Saiek, who arrived here 
earlier Saturday, dealt with 
"Islamic affairs in gffleral and 
Arab issues in panieular, as 
well as Middle East develop- 
ments and bilateral relations," 
according to a statement issued 
after the first round of talks. 


The meeting was attended on 
the Saudi side by Minister of 
Information Or. Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani, and on the 
Mauritanian side by the delega- 
tion accompanying Ould Saiek. 
and Mauritanian Ambassador 
to Saudi Arabia Ahmad Ould 
Talaba.

But the Americans have met 
little success so far in convin- 
cing West Bank and Gaza lea- 
ders to assume the role given 
them in the agreements. Under 
the accords, Israel, Egypt, Jor- 
dan and . local Palestiniaos 
would negotiate to set up an 
autonomous administradon to 
replace Israel's military govern- 
ment in the West Bank and 
Gaza.

Reconciliation likely 

Assad in Baghdad next week 


DAMASCUS. Oct. 21 (R) — 
Syrian President Hai'ez A>isad 
will visit Baghdad next week 
to discuss Middle East develop- 
ments. ii »as officiallv an- 
nounced here Saturday. 

The visit will be the first by 
Prestdeni Assad to ihe Iraqi 
capital in live years. He went 
to Baghdad after a visit u> 
Moscow following the October 
1973 war in whicii Iraqi troops 
fought alongside Syrian uoops 
on iSie Golan Heights. 

The Syrian leaders visit 
comes on the eve of a sum- 
mit called by Iraq to counter 
the Camp David Middle East 
ag-ficfncni between Egypt and 
Israel. 

Observers here expected the 
visit to lead to an improve- 
ment in relations between the 
two countries, ruled by rival 
factions of the Baath Party 
with deep, ideological difleren- 
oes on how to resolve the Mid- 
dle East crisis. 

They said the virit could lead 


to a reopening of their border, ween ihe Syrian and Iraqi cov- 


resiimpiion of air communica- 
tions between ihe two coun- 
tries and 3 renewed flow of 
Iraqi oil through Syrian terri- 
tory to Mediterranean terminals. 

It could also lead to Iraq's 
import of goods through Syrian 
pons.

U.S. official: Snags 
in peace talks soluble 


MOSCOW, Oct. 21 (Agen- 
cies) — A top Carter admi- 
nistration official, here for 
strategic weapons negotiations, 
said Saturday there are unre- 
solved issues standing in the 
way of an Egyptian-l^aeH 
peace i^reat.v but "they are aU. 
issues which are soluble.** 

The official, who barred use 
of his name, rainimized the 
suspension of the talks in 
Washington, telUng reporusrs 
"there is nothing new" in the 
breakoff. 

He said it was clear from 
the start that the Egyptian and 
Israeli delegations would have 
to consult with their heads of 
government on remaining is- 
sues. "Tliis is no great shakes,** 
the official said. 

Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, preparing to fly 
home Saturday, t^d reporters 
"1 really can't say how long it 
will take" to complete a peace 
treaty. 

Osama Baz. an Egyptian le- 
gal expert, flew to London 
Friday night to brief Vice 
Preudeni Hosni Mubarak who 
was to go on to Cairo to rc^ 
port to President Anwar Sada:. 

The U.S. official said Da- 
yan and Baz were carrying 
“some suggestions" from the 
United States on all the is- 
sues in dispute. He provided 
no specifics, nor did he in- 
dicate when the talks would be 
resumed. 

The departure of 
the Israeli oegotiaiions has rai- 
sed speculation that the 
talks, which are a fol- 
low-up to last month's Camp 


David accords, have run into 
difticultics. 

But President Carter has 
said several times this week 
that there are no serious pro- 
blems. .State Depanment spok- 
esman George Sherman said 
the Israeli side’s breaJt for 
eonsuUauoAs was a "natuiaJ 
step" in the negotiations and 
did not indicate there was an 
impasse. 

No details of the latest U.S. 
plan have been announced, 
but Sherman said it covered 
the main articles of the propo- 
sed peace treaty, with sugges- 
ted language for resolving dis- 
puted issues 

These issues are believed to 
be Egyptian insistence on a 
link between the treaty with 
Israel and withdrawal of Is- 
raeli forces from the West 
Bank of Jordan and the Gaza 
strip. 

Dayan has said the level of 
the talks has created a serious 
problem. He believes Israeli 
Premier Menahem Begin and 
Presdent Sadat should be in- 
volved. 

Egypt has rejected Israeli 
char^ that it wanted to in- 
troduce changes to ibe Camp 
David accords, but insisted 
there must be a link between 
the peace treaty and the .Pa- 
l^iinian question. 

The semi-official newspaper 
"AhAhram" said President 
Sadat has received a detailed 
report on the Washington 
peace talks from Lk-Cen. Ka- 
.mal AU, the Egyptian mioiB- 
ter of defease and the head of 
the Egyptian delegation. 


KHARTOUM. Oci. 21 (Ag- 
encies)— Sudanese President 

Jaafar Numein decided Satur- 
day that Sudanese troops wjll 
stay with the Arab Deierreoi 
Force (ADF) in Lebanon for 
three more months, the Su- 
dan News Agency Suna said. 

The announcement followed 
reports from Khunoum earlier 
this week that Sudan had de- 
cided to withdraw its detach- 
ment from the Syrian-domina- 
ted force of 30JXN) men. 

Suna said Saturday's deci- 
sion was taken in line with 
Sudan's "national responsibi- 
lity and concern for unity and 
stability of the people of bro- 
therly Lebanon." 

The decision, it said, was 
also in line with resolutions 
passed by this week's confer* 
ence of st’jtcs giving iroops or 
money lo the deterrent force. 

The Lebanese government 
Saturday formed a live-man 
comntiiiee lo work out detail- 
ed plans to resolve the coun- 
try's prolonged crisis. Prime 
Minister Saiim uhHoss said. 

Dr. Hose told reporters after 
a cabinet meeting that the 
committee would hold iu first 
session Monday and submii 
proposals to ific government 
later this week. 

The prime minister said the 
peace plan was bused on reso- 
lutions adopted by the emer- 
gency conference of Arab for- 
eign ministers at Bejicddin 
last Tuesday. 

The conference recommen- 
ded the authority of the gov- 
ernment, rebuilding ks army 
and disarming Lebanon's var- 
ious milnia forces. 

It also approved a security 
plan, which went into effect 
Friday, to prevent renewed 


fighting in eastern di«iricis ot 
. Beirut between right-wing mi- 
litias and Syrran troops wiih 
the ADF. 

Hoss said the cabinet Satur- 
day endorsed the Bcjieddin 
resolutions and stressed the 
need for putting them into ef- 
fect as soon a^ possible. 

He said he would head the 
government commiuee. com- 
prising the ministers of the in- 
terior. justice health and pub- 
lic works. 

The cast side of Ihe capital 
was reported quiet Saturday 
after Saudi peacekeeping 
troops and Lebanese security 
forces replaced the Syrians at 
several strategic positions. 

The right-wing Phalangisi 
radio said three people died In 
u rocket-propelled grenade at- 
tack on a car on u fly-over 
linking east Beirut to the wes- 
tern district. 

The broadcast added ihai 
unidentified gunmen who tired 
the rocket also kidnapped the 
^passengers of two other cars 
on the bridge. 

There wus no independent 
oonfirmation of ihe report. 

In ajKiiher developmem se- 
curity forces were invesiigai- 
ing an explosion which Friday 
night rocked a section of the 
building that houses the inde- 
pendent new-spaper ".An Na- 
bar", the officii Beirut ridio 
reported Saturday.

JEDDAH, Del. 21 — North 
Yemeni Foreign Minister Ab- 
dullah Asnag said Saturtfay 
that his govemmeni ha^ decid- 
ed to close all consulate^ in 
the country. 

The minister, who arrived 
here Saturday for talks with 
Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al-Faisal. told Arab News 
that "only embassies in Sanaa, 
the capital, will be allowed." 
Speaking at his hotel suite here, 
he said; "There is no justifica- 
tion for ihe consulates. We 
have ordered the closure of 
the Soviet. Egyptian and Iraqi 
consulates." 

Adted if this decision was 
related to the recent abortive 
coup in Sanaa, Asnag said that 
'^investigations were continuing 
with those who were detamed." 
Some of them provided the 
security authorities with invalu- 
able information on subversion 
in the Yemen and their rela- 
tions **with one or more foreign 
government*!.** Referring to 
neighboring South Yemen 
Asnag said: ."South Yemen is 
a bridgehead for every anxiety 
which prevails in the region."

ATHENS, Oct. 21 (R) — 
A third of Greece's six miUion 
voters go to the polls Sunday 
for runoff elections for muni- 
cipal authorities. 

Tlie election follows last Sun- 
day's inconclusive voting for 
more ihan 250 municipalities 
and over 5500 local communi- 
lies. 

In the elections candidates 
can only be elected if they sec- 
ure 50 per cent of aU votes 
cast. 

The most important confron- 
i3!>ion will be in Piraeus, the 
port of Athens, where a junta 
synipaihizer is a candidate for 
mayor. 

Another major election will 
take place in Athens where the 
candidate bodeed by all oppo- 
sition parties incltufing the 
Cummurkists faces a former 
minister and a ieadii^ member 
of the ruling New Democracy 
Party. 

The runoff eleccion in 
Piraeus has caused an uproar 
from of^osition parties and po- 
litical personalities. 

Aristides Skylitsis, who was 
appkointed mayor of Piraeus by 
the military regime which ruled 
Greece for seven years until 
July 1974, secured 48.6 per cent 
of the votes Iasi Sunday. His 
r\\i\. George Kyriakkos, who 
was mayor of Piraeus when the 
military seized power in April 
1967. piaUed 4S.6 per cent. 

AU opposition -parties and 
former Prime Minister fttnavo- 


:tis Kandlopoulos, an ardi- 
Irival of the faUen military re- 
gime, have campaigned against 
Skyljtsis because of his links 
with the military regime. 

Friday night, supporters of 
the tiwo opposing candidates in 
Piraeus dashed.

-Rhodesiui Premier Ian Smith 
said in Washington Friday that 
he and his three Uack co^kion 
partners would be willing to 
attend all-party talks in an 
attempt to reach, a settlemeat 
with the guerrilla forces. 

But Nkomo declared Satur- 


day: “We are fighting a war 
against ' an enemy. There can 
be no all-party coi^erence in a 
war. .. .go .and talk to these 
murderers dripping with *he 
blood of ouf 'boys? No, let us 
face them straight on tbe battle- 
field.” 

His comments could deal a 
fatal blow to tbe Anglo-Ameri- 
can effort? to set up the peace, 
talks, and may open the way 
for far bloodier fighting than 
ever before. 

Nkomo, co-leader of the Pat- 
riotic Front Alliance, said his 
men had brought' down seven 
Rhodesian aircraft, including 
a British-built Canberra bom- 
ber. during die' mfhnsive fight- 
ing Friday. 

He was speaking two days 
after Rhodesian Air* Force jets- 
pounded one of His Zimbabwe 
African Peoples Union (ZAPU) 


camps only 12 miles from 
Lusaka.

The raid appeared to have 
marked the start of the most 
sustained Rhodesian assauks 
yet on camps inside Zambia, 
surpauing the last major in- 
cursion in March.

Ian Smith of Rhodesia visited the United States on a 
pubUc relations campaign to secure sjonpathjr and support for 
his poMdes. When he failed to win that, he apparently chang- 
ed tactics and declared ihat he and his Aifiican colleagues will 
aigree to attend an all-party coirfereoce. That would indiide 
the two most powerful guo'fifia Jeadess, Joshua NJtomo and 
Robert Mugab^ who were forced to take to the bush in an 
attempt to force the racist regime to taHc to them about blade 
majority rule in the country. 

The Anglo-American plan for Rhodesia has always called 
for an aH-party conference. This was resisted by Smith for 
as long as he could. When he could no longer continue to 
flout Amesican wishes and at the same time hope to win 
American sympathy, he dedded to go along with the plan. 
Almost on the same day that be agreed to the plan, his forces 
launched a vicious attack on a defenceless Aifrican camp inside 
Zambia, killing and wounding 1,000 African civilians and des- 
troying every structure in the camp.

“The present system has a 
distinct inflationary bias." 
Hinshaw said. 

To some degree the confer- 
ence mirrored a rising tide of

That mpsi be remedied, many 
of the economists argued, be- 
cause the dollar is the chief re- 
serve curmey in the West and 
Che instability threatens the sys^ 
lem of trade and capital flows 
between nations. 

Robert Triffin, an economist 
at Yale University, argued that 
the crisis had already prompted 
the European nations to move 
toward establishing their oiwn 
monetary system that could is^ 
sue its own currency to com- 
pM against the dollar. The 
Europeans, led by Germany 
and France, hope to have a 
framework for such a system 
drafted by next year (LAT)

Meanwhile, nearly aU public

"A lot of the big companies 
are riding in on big DOE (De- 
pahment of Energyj contracts,’' 
Nader says, sug^iing that 
once the sular energy industry 
is at peak deveiopmeot it could 
replicate the auto or steel in- 
dustry. If that happens, Nader 
asks, “How are we going to 
decouple from central corpo- 
rate distriouLiuu:" 

Atlantic Richfield bought So- 
lar Technology Intemaiional, 
now Arco Solar. Mobil Oil 
bought Tyco Laboratories, now 
Mobil Tyco, and Shell Oil is 
the major stockholder to win 
Solar ^ergy Systems. Others, 
such as Exxon and Motorola, 
have preferred to build their 
own companies. 

Anthony Clifford, an execu- 
tive with The largest remaining 
independent solar ceil company, 
Solarex, says. “We have been 
approached by numerous For-

“Ten years from now, 
the solar industry will be a 
big business,'* says Sheldon 
Butt, president of the Solar En- 
ergy Industries Association. 

At the moment, however, 
solar power remains largely un- 
economic and dependent on 
subsidies. Still, its promise is 
such that it has a nearly . un- 
stoppable following on Capitol 
Hill. 

“Nobody is anti-solar in 
Washington in a' pokticai 
sense," says Denis Hayes, head 
of a national solar lobby coa- 
lition and an originator of Sun 
Day. 

A recent Harris survey found 
94 per cent of respondents in

This popularity is not lost on 
Ihe Congress.

J£DDAH — Until the accession of Sultan Qabus iba 
Said-in 1970, Oman was one of the least penetrated of all the 
Arab countries. This was in spite of the fact that it had a 
long history of commercial and political redations with many 
lands but attenuated in rhe nineteenth century by the coming 
of the Age of Steam. This isolation of Oman was not due 
to the unfriendliDess or inUrierance of its maiidy 

iohaibiting the northern and eastern coastal regions. They 
had, for many centuries, friendly and profitable exchangee 
with Acir neighbors in the Gulf, with East Africa, the lodian. 
subcontinent and as far aEeld as Java and China. These 
commerdal exchanges produced, in Oman itself, a remarkable 
variety of people, urbane, open and cosmopolitan. The 
isolation was more due to an unsettled political situation 
springing from the historical rivalries between the Imaioate, 
centered around the wadis and walled cities of the Jebd at- 
Akhdar, and a Sultanate in retirement in Salalah, rductant 
to oome to terms vrith the imperatives of the twentieth cenhiry. 

Donald Hawley was the first British Anrbassadof to 
Oman in a long succession of previous resideirts and agents.
